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St. M. can ill afford 
paralized traffic 

This is the time of year when traffic is un. 
usually heavy through St. Matthews, as it is mosi 
everywhere. >Vith unrelenting help from the police, 
and the patience and courtesy of drivers toward 
one another, traffic eventually gets through, al- 
though slowly. 

But there was nothing motorists or police could 
do last Saturday afternoon when St. Matthews ex- 
perienced its worst traffic tie-up in quite sometime. 

Traffic was paralyzed on westbound Shelbyville 
Road and all feeder streets north of the thorough- 
fare. There was nothing many motorists could dc 
but find a place to park and wait. 

The trouble started shortly after noon, when a slow 
moving freight train halted traffic for several minutes 
from the Chenoweth Lane crossing to and including 
Hubbards Lane. Just after the freight passed, a pas- 
senger train crawled through, still holding traffic 
at the crossings which caused traffic to clog up 
even more all outlying areas. 

Mayor Bernard Bowling, somewhat frantic, called 
L & N officials to determine why trains were moving 
through at such a slow pace. He was told the trouble 
was a broken rail at Pennsylvania Avenue, some 
distance from the Chenoweth Lane crossing. The 
trains not only moved through the Chenoweth Lane 
crossing very slowly but started their "crawl" 
before they reached Hubbards Lane. 

And to make matters worse, the trains begar 
switching operations at the Chenoweth crossing dur- 
ing the even more busy 4 o'clock period, and agalr 
traffic was stalled several blocks. 

It was unfortunate that these incidents had to, 
or did, occur at the time they did, for hundreds ol 
motorists were taken undue advantage of. It was 
an experience most will remember for years to come 

Of course, we are In no position to questior 
whether the trains slowed sooner than necessary 
But it is certain that St. Matthews can ill afforc 
such major traffic congestion during peak traffic 
conditions that Christmas brings on. It would appear 
that the train masters failed to fully understand the 
problem they were causing. 

Mayor Bowling questioned the necessity of mov- 
ing the trains through at such a slow pace, part- 
icularly where the local crossings were so far 
removed from the broken rail. 

If the conditions w^re such that the trains hac 
to move through slowly, then L & N officials coulc 
have notified the local police of the condition so 
preparations could have been made to lessen the 
difficulties.

Round one is won 
on reapportionment 

Louisville and the suburbs have finally won their 
fight for a special session of the state legislature 
on reapportionment, after the issue was scheduled 
to go before a Federal District Court. 

The fight is won up to a point. There is the task 
of getting the legislature and Governor Combs to come 
to grips with the problem. 

Reapportionment has been a touchy question with 
the Governor, and rural legislatures can be ex- 
pected to be most disagreeable toward any plan 
that will cut their representation. As we know 
Kentucky politics, there remains much room for pol- 
itical chicanery, since a very hot race Is shaping 
up for the Democratic nomination for governor. 

If the special session Is called for the purpose 
of reapportionment only, as it should be, there should 
be a minimum of trouble In reaching some kind 
of a satisfactory solution. But if Governor Combs 
wishes to Introduce other matter for the legislators 
to decide, then the session could easily get bogged 
down. 

For instance, Gov. Combs has Indicated he will 
ask the legislature to move the primary election 
date for members of the General Assembly to August, 
while the governor's race will be decided In May. 
This could be a touchy problem, for there will be 
opposition to two primaries in one year. 

If Gov. Combs is sincere in solving the problem 
of reapportionment, he will call a special session 
for that specific purpose.
